Farm Relief Legislation Presages Pitter Fight 
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TROOPS 
START MOVING, 
MILI­ 
TARY AND NAVAL ACTIVITY 
GAINS MOMENTUM

London, May 3. — Great Britain 
was mobilizing today for what may 
be the greatest industrial struggle in 
history. 
Approximately 4,000,000 workers 
were under orders to strike at mid­ 
night tonight in sympathy with the 
1.000.000 miners already out. 
The 
5.000.000 workers directly involved 
represent the entire Trades Union 
organization of Great Britain. 
Government efforts to avert the 
calamity Sunday apparently failed 
when the general council 
of 
the 
Trade's Union Congress rejected Pre­ 
mier Baldwin's ultim atum demand­ 
ing immediate acceptance 
of 
the 
royal coal commission’s report. The 
unionists interpreted this to 
mean 
the acceptance of decreased 
wages 
and stuck to their position demand­ 
ing maintenance of present wages 
and of the seven-hour day. 


Country Under Martial Law 
The country was virtually under 
martial 
law, 
pursuant 
to 
King 
George’s declaration of the existence 
of an emergency and Baldwin’s as­ 
sumption of the vast power to gov­ 
ern by decree conferred upon bim by 
the emergency powers act. 
“W ar has been declared,” said J. 
Ti. Thomas, cabinet member during 
the late labor government 
and 
a 
union leader. 
“ Recruiting stations 
for volun­ 
teers will be opened today,” said Sir 
William Johnson Hicks, home secre­ 
tary, in answer. 
“ His Majesty’s 
government 
has 
taken all steps to m aintain the sup­ 
ply of food, light and power 
and 
fuel, with protection for ail 
those 
engaged in these services and for the 
preservation of law and orden” 
Troops Start Moving 
Troops began 
moving Saturday 
and the military and naval activity 
is gaining momentum, although 
it 
has not involved a large number of 
soldiers or sailors. 
A battalion of infantry was en 
route today to the South Wales mine 
fields. Troops and sailors were being 
concentrated in their barracks. 
All 
marines on local passes have been 
summoned to Portsmouth, but naval 
leave has not yet been curtailed ex­ 
cept for some radio men who have 
been’recalled, presumably for coast­ 
al wireless duty. 
London Daily Mail Hit 
The strike hit the London Daily 
Mail today, compelling the London 
office of that great paper to close 
down owing to a strike in the me­ 
chanical departments of union men, 
who objected to an editorial prepar­ 
ed for today’s paper. 
The editorial 
denied that the general strike could 
be viewed as an industrial dispute 
and called it a threat against the 
life of the community. 
The Mail called on all citizens to 
support the king and the country. 
Government to Broadcast 
Foreseeing the possibility of 
all 
British papers being closed by the 
strike, the government 
has 
taken 
over the broadcasting facilities 
of 
the country and is already putting 
bulletins on the air. 
Violence has occurred in Glasgow 
and London, in each case the result 
of fascist! efforts to heckle labor or 
socialist outdoor speakers. 
Police 
arrested two fascist leaders in Glas­ 
gow and a half dozen 
in 
London. 
Great labor meetings took place else­ 
where in Britain w ithout fighting. 
To Maintain Railroad Service 
The government announced today 
th a t plans had been completed to 
maintain vital railroad service. 
A 
spokesman for the adm iralty urged 
all available citizens to enlist in the 
organization for the maintenance of 
the supplies, upon which the govern­ 
ment w’ill rely for local transporta­ 
tion and distribution of local food 
supplies. 
Food stocks were said to 
be normal. 
The United Press was authorita­ 
tively informed that London possess­ 
ed cold storage meat stocks sufficient 
for one month 
without 
rationing. 
Shortages of fresh meats and veget­ 
ables and other foods undoubtedly 
would be felt soon titer general stop­ 
page of work.

The Chicago conference is one of 
three divisional sessions being con­ 
ducted throughout the country and 
affects ail rail employes in the middle 
west and west. 
A similar confer­

wage increases asked will affect all 
trainm en and are based on a plea. 
th at the peak wages of 1920 be re­ 
stored. 
Those wages were reduced 
12 per cent, but slhce have been In 
creased 5 per cent over the lower 
figures. 
The trainmen seek a return 
of the additional 7 per cent.

COMMONS APPROVES 
ACTION OF KING 
By MINOTT SAUNDERS

London, May 3. — The house of 
commons today approved the action 
of King George in declaring the ex­ 
istence of a national emergency. The 
vote was 308 to 108. 
Premier Stanley Baldwin put the 
motion which resulted in the com­ 
mons vote. 
He rose pale, but de­ 
termined, and amid a stillness that 
was startling in comparison to the 
hubbub that had gone before, paid: 
“I have a message from the king 
signed with his own hand.” 
This message proved lo 
be 
the 
proclamation 
declaring 
th a t 
the 
country was confronted with a n a­ 
tional emergency. Baldwin read the 
message and then moved that the 
commons reply to his Majesty that 
an emergency did in fact exist. 
“ This is one of the gravest occa­ 
sions ever to confront us,” said the 
premier.

GOVERNMENT REGARDS STRIKE 
AS CHALLENGE TO ITS 
AUTHORITY

London, May 3.— The situation in 
England is very grave and is horribly 
reminiscent of the first days of Aug­ 
ust, 1914. 
From the moment when the Trades 
Union congress threatened the Brit­ 
ish government with a general strike 
if there was no settlement of the 
coal dispute, it was inevitable that 
the government should regard this 
as a challenge to its authority. 
To my mind the British trades un­ 
ions have committed suicide. 
How­ 
ever long a general strike may last 
it is certain to be defeated. 
The great body of British people 
have no revolutionary instincts, are 
utterly loyal to old traditions of the 
country. Not only well-to-do classes 
but masses of the workers themselves 
will support the government in ev 
ery possible way and at all cost of 
personal sacrifice. 
If all the trades unionists answer 
the call of their leaders, which 
is 
highly doubtful, they only number 
4,000,000 workers and outside their 
ranks 
are 
10,000,000 
non-union 
workers, nu^t of whom are antagon­ 
istic to revolutionary methods. 
The 
labor party in supporting the action 
of the Trades Union congress, 
has 
committed a fatal political error. 
Until the threat Ol a general strike 
was delivered there was no 
doubt 
th at there was great sympathy with 
the position of the miners. 
It was 
felt even by the conservatives that 
discussions on the coal crisis 
had 
been too long delayed to begin with 
and, in the end, too abruptly con­ 
cluded by the sudden withdrawal of 
the subsidy. 
It was also felt that the govern­ 
ment had played its cards badly in, 
not keeping open the 
negotiations 
and giving the men longer rope for 
discussion. 
But that sympathy has now been 
thrown away and the scenes in Eng­ 
land today prove conclusively that 
the nation will not allow itself to he 
over-awed. 
There is no sign of panic 
any­ 
where but In every British 
heart 
there is grave anxiety as to the fu­ 
ture.

London, May 3.— The pound ster­ 
ling showed a sharp falling off at 
the opening of the foreign exchanges 
here today, reflecting the choas of a 
general strike ahead. 
The pound was quoted at $4.85% , 
off 17-23 from Saturday’s close. 
Belgian and French franca fell to 
new low records, the French quoted 
at 148% to the pound sterling and 
the Belgian 145.

John Karlen, the-husband, was in 
the yard at the time of the shooting. 
Karlen, sales manager for a gran­ 
ite company, arose early and was 
working in the garden at the rear of 
the house. 
Mrs. Karlen arose some time later, 
went to the rear door and spoke to 
her husband. 
She shut the door and 
soon Karlen heart three shots fired. 
H urrying to the house he found 
ail doors locked. 
After gaining entrance he found 
his son, Alfred, 23, In bed danger­ 
ously wounded. 
The young 
man 
died within a few minutes. 
The daughter, 35, who was secre­ 
tary to a pastor, was found dead In 
her bedroom. 
Mrs. K arlen’s lindy was crumpled 
in a clothes closet where she had 
apparently dashed after committing 
the two murders. 
She had shot her­ 
self in the head. 
Friends of the family 
said 
the 
woman had 
appeared 
disconsolate 
for several years following an attack 
of heart disease.

Great Britain is 
nearer to civil war now than she has 
been for centuries, in the opinion of 
Premier Baldwin. 
Baldwin addressed the house 
of 
commons today 
immediately 
after 
the house had passed his motion that 
parliament 
approve 
King 
George's 
action in declaring the existence of 
a natlonnl emergency. 
The house 
approved by n vote of 308 to 108. 
“ Democratic freedom In this coun­ 
try Is entering upon a course which 
can only substitute tyranny,” 
said 
Baldwin. 
“ I rely on the character 
of our people to see 
this 
trouble 
through. 
For the lust two years I 
have striven to maintain peace. 
I 
have failed so far. 
Everything that 
I care for has been smashed to hits 
so far. 
That does not -take my faith 
away from me. 
I will take up the 
bits and start again. 
I mny not see 
what I have dreamed of in my life 
time hut I know It will come.” 
“ I do not think the labor leaders 
would have assented to a 
general 
strike,” said Baldwin, 
“ had 
they 
realized that they were challenging 
the government and bringing 
the 
country nearer civil war than It has 
been centuries past. 
“ Each time the government 
has 
iuurvtined iii the 
m ining .dispute 
since 1919, the result has .been full 
of the seeds of future disagreements 
instead of a lasting settlement,” lie 
added. 
“Tile owners and aliners will have 
to find a way of handling their own 
business independent of government 
Interference. 
The two parties are 
singularly anti-pat belle. 
“The subsidy 
(which 
cost 
the 
British treasury approximately $102,- 
000,000) was worth while,” Baldwin 
continued, “ to get the Samuel report 
(the royal coal commission report 
which Sir Herbert Samuel, as com­ 
mission chairman, delivered to Bald­ 
win ).” 
J. II. Thomas, cabinet officer 
in 
the 
late 
labor 
government 
and 
spokesman of the National Union of 
Hallway Men, replied to Baldwin, 
emphasizing that tilt* 
interests 
of 
the country wore paramount and as­ 
serting that the general strike ac­ 
tion had riot been taken by unp atri­ 
otic men or revolutionists hut by 
men believing that a general strike 
was the only course open to labor.

GRAND JURY INVESTIGATES, AT- 
TORNEY GENERAL JOINS 
PROSECUTION

Chicago, May 3. 
The state of Il­ 
linois today took a hand in the war 
to end the machine gun rule of gang­ 
land in Chicago with Attorney Gen­ 
eral Oscar Carlstrora directing 
tho 
evidence. 
Carlstrom was invited to partici­ 
pate in tho case by State’s Attorney 
Robert E. Crowe, whose star assist­ 
an t was slain last week. 
Carlstrom'f activity in the move to 
rid Chicago and suburbs of the atro­ 
cities of the beer war, which in six 
years has caused 92 murders, cen­ 
tered about the grand jury investiga­ 
tion of three latest beer murders, 
those of Billy 
McSwiggin, 
Jimmy 
Doiierty and Thomas Duffy. 
The 
grand Jury will be organized today 
and the first witnesses will he Cor­ 
oner Oscar Wolff and Harry Eugene 
Kelly, president of the Union League 
club, both of 
whom 
have 
issued 
statements that tho beer war 
was 
closely allied with Chicago's politi­ 
cal situation. 
The state’s highest prosecuting of­ 
ficer was brought Into the investiga­ 
tion 
at 
the 
personal 
request 
of 
State's Attorney Robert E. Crowe. 
“The thing that prompts me to ask 
the attorney general to take charge 
Is that he is the chief law enforcing 
officer of Illinois,” Crowe said, in a 
statement after Carlstrom had 
ac­ 
cepted the task of unfolding Chica­ 
go’s drama of crime. 
Carlstrom added that he and the 
state's attorney would work hand in 
hand in bringing about an end to 
gang land s rule and that the probe 
would he searching, vigorous 
and 
would last a considerable time. 
“ We expect to prosecute the

quiry by every 
possible 
means,” 
Carlstrom said. 
Neither would Indicate today Just 
what line of questioning they

HAUGEN BILL 
IS OPPOSED 
BY COOLIDGE 


ITS PASSAGE WOULD MEAN $375,- 
000,000 DRAIN ON THE 
TREASURY 


COMES UP IN HOUSE TOMORROW, 
DEBATE LIMITED TO 4 
DAYS

W ashington, May 3.— Administra­ 
tion leaders and farm bloc chiefs in 
congress prepared today for the fight 
over farm relief legislation which 
has already become the most bitter 
combat of the Coolidge administra­ 
tion. 
The Haugen bill, opposed by Pres­ 
ident Coolidge, because of its $375,- 
000,000 drain on the treasury, will 
he brought up in the house tomor­ 
row under special rule, with debate 
limited to four days. 
The real battle will 
come 
over 
what form of relief shall be extend­ 
ed. 
The entire week will be devot­ 
ed to discussion of plans suggested, 
particularly the three bills presented 
by the house agricultural committee. 
Administration supporters hope to 
pass the Tincher plan, providing a 
farm hoard and a $100,000,000 loan 
fund to enable farmers to keep up 
prices by financing the sale of sur­ 
plus cropH. 
President Coolidge and 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Jardlna 
have approved this 
measure, 
hut 
they will hold out to the last against 
the Haugen bill, which is supported 
by most democrats and middle west­ 
ern republicans. 
Administration leaders expect to 
offer the Tincher bill or the Curtis- 
Aswell measure, which will create 
national farm hoard with a fund 
of only $10,000,000 as a substitute 
amendment to the Haugen bill, after 
the four days of house debate, 
The 
odds however, appear in favor of pas­ 
sage of the Haugen hill. 
If the democrats support the Hau­ 
gen hill solidly in the senate, it may 
be passed there and President Cool­ 
idge will be confronted with the ne­ 
cessity of vetoing a measure which 
he has opposed with all his strength, 
a hill, which he views as certain to 
cause a tremendous deficit In the 
treasury lf enacted. 
Several state delegations caucused 
today to decide what plan they will 
adopt.

MOTHER’S DAY 


The custom of displaying filial veneration antedates the 
Christian-era. 
It was displayed in rites and ceremonies in pagan 
days and deeply affected primitive emotions. 
Authorities are of the opinion that the earliest recorded for­ 
mal mother worship appears in the ceremonies by which Rhea, 
the “great mother of the gods,” was worshiped in Asia Minor. 
This worship was introduced into Rome 250 years before Christ 
and ceremonies were held on the Ides of March. 
With the advent of the Christian era the festival retained 
many of its pagan forms but with a new spirit, including an honor 
to the Mother Church. 
Hundreds of years ago, when boys and 
girls were bound out as apprentices and servants, Mid-Lent Sun­ 
day was set aside for them to visit their mothers taking some lit­ 
tle gift. 
This became known as Mothering Sunday. 
It is a far cry from this quaint Mid-Lent observance to our 
American Mother's Day. 
The observance of the second Sunday 
in May as Mother’s Day has now become firmly established in this 
country. The object of the setting aside of this day is to honor the 
memories of mothers who have gone, to brighten the lives of those 
who remain and to foster among men, women and children the 
love of their homes and their parents.— Park Rapids Enterprise.
